How far the Chinese Govern- 
ment has developed its policy of 
Tecognising the value of a work- 
ing arrangement with Japanese 
diplomacy must, at the moment, 
remain a matter of sunmise. 
Indignant denials of certain 
statements on the subject have 
been issued. To-day this journal 
is able to record a semi-official 
disclaimer of the intention of 
the Finance Minister to. resign. 
It is unfortunate that, in its 
preoccupations, the Government 
has to be assailed with reports 
which cannot be siven auther- 
tic endorsement. “Nevertheless 
neither General Chiang Kai-shek, 
nor Mr. T. V.Soong nor Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei is a political 
neophyte. They accept the rough 
with the smooth—the wildly im- 
probable story and the accurate 
but untimely deduction which 
has to be discountenanced. As 
for the Finance Mi it 
Seems as if his importance to the 
administration of Nanking is no 
Jess marked than before. Indeed 
guiding hand at this stage of 
financial difficulties of the 
country is surely required. No 
man is indispensable even in 
“Nanking, but yet there seems to 
be a significant hesitation when 
the prophets of Mr. Song's 
ministerial doom are asked to 
name his successor. The voice 
of Canton notoriousiy refuses to 
worship at the shrines of Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek and his 
brother-in-law. Its obduraey on 
that point does not imply “a 
fundamental disagreement. with 
the general policy of the Govern- 
ment, It merely marks a sense 
of Canton’s own achievements in 
the administration of the affairs 
of the south and a delicate con- 
viction that unreserved associa- 
tion with the Government at 
Nanking involves acceptance of 
the doctrine of the infallibility 
of the two men with whom Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei is working. 
Whether, in due course, General 
Chiang Kai-shek and Mr. Soong 
will be able to bring Canton to 
an understanding of the essen- 
tial elasticity of the policy of 
tolerance must be left for the 
future to reveal. At present the 
relations between the two ad- 
ministrations have to be accept- 
ed at their face value without 
undue probing into thelr exact 
implications. Here, perhaps, is 
the key to the general political 
situation to which the revival of 
the Communist threat in the 
valley of the Upper Yangtze and 
the slowness of the movement to 
shake off the Soviet incubus in 
Kiangsi gives a fresh tinge of 
anxiety.

Realising the importance of pro- 
ing General Chiang Kai-shek 
with funds for military operas 
tions, Mr. Soong also realises the 
impotence of a Finance Minister 
who is not entitled to ask for 
some limit to military demands 
and can effectively exercise no 
control over the actual disburse- 














ments. He has had to bow to 
custom, especially as its’ evil 
influence is not confined to the 





army, but, in the present exceed 
ingly low state of China's revenue 
resources and credit, he finds it 
no longer possible to behave as 
if he were the cheerful giver of 
4 Fortunatus’s purse “to his 
forceful colleague in Nanchang. 
Whether the late Finance 
Minister will be able to make his 
Point by disappearing from the 
Government for the time being 
the next few weeks or days will 
decide. “The conflicting reports 
received regarding the course of 
operations in Kiangsi seem to 
Justify the view that General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s optimism. is 
ill-founded. The communists 
may be in sore straits but, for 
men in that position, they have 
been able to deliver some shrewd 
blows. General Chiang. Kai- 
‘shek very properly is relying on 
modern munitions, so far as the 
training of his troops and the 
resources at his disposal permit 
There is no evidence that he ha 
‘Yet been able to establish a 
really effective business —ma- 
chinery which is far more 
necessary for the army of a 
government than for rebellious 
isants and their communist 
leaders. In military language 
General Chiang Kai-shel’s. gen- 
feral staff and administration 
may be admirable, but it must be 
doubted whether ‘there is. any 
thing which corresponds to 
‘military accountancy and audit 
Jor even to certain indispensable 
branches of a modern quarter 
master-general’s department. In 
h conditions General Chiang 
-shek would be a superman 
deed if he could completely 
Feassure Mr. Soong’s natural 
anxiety, No doubt his foreign 
military advisers have. been 
alert in guiding the selection of 
material and other equipment, 
but their influence is necessarily. 
limited. Apart from these. 
technical ‘considerations, the 
Government appears to require 
specific appreciation of . the 
character of the problem con- 
fronting them in Kiangsi and, 
perhaps, in the Upper Yangtze 
General’ Chiang Kai-shek has 
been rightly insisting on the 
importance of reinforcing mili- 
tary action with remedial econo- 
mie measures in the communist 
areas. In_ thus endorsing the 
views of Mr. Soong within the 
ernment and Dr. Hu Shih 
Joutside, the Generalissimo may 
have to consider whether he has 
not put the military cart before 
the economic horse. Could not 
his task be simplified ‘by some 
sort of investigation of the 
Possibility of applying the policy 
of tolerance to certain. areas 
where the communists have been 
in virtual control Tor long 
jneriods and where the issue is not 
merely one of banditry and loot- 
ing? “If it were found that this 
device were practicable and 
conducive to the relief of 
harassed Government, the mili- 
tary problem might then be re- 
duced to more manageable pro- 
portions. As it isthe Govern- 
ment has to face the unpleasant.

A SURVEY 
Sept. 28, 
While every sympathy must 
be felt for those who through 
the Institute of Pacific Re- 
lations seek to discover the 





best methods of securing and 
perpetuating peace in this 
Portion of the world, it is not 
always easy to maintain the 


‘same sentiment towards some of 
their activities. ‘The thought on 
this occasion arises from a 
survey of the fifth biennial con- 
ference held this year at Banff 
*ppearing in a conference sup- 
plement of “Pacific Affairs” for 
October. There is no question 
of the Institute’s Conferences 
“failing” for those gatherings, 





unlike other more definitely 
representative affairs, are not 
expected to decide any precise 


course of action. Their value 
consists in their throwing pro- 
blems open to discussion and of 
putting on record opinions 
which, if hardly authoritative in 
the diplomatic "sense, carry 
considerable weight, The “other 
man’s” point of view is secured 
and given its due place in the 
scheme of things. The cot 
ferences produce ‘documented 
findings and they eventually put 
at the disposal of those who 
study international affairs most 
Valuable material. While there- 
fore cynicism can have free play 
in pointing to the little achieved 
the purely practical sense, it 
cannot be said that these 
biennial excursions fade away 
in futility, As was noted in 
these columns a few weeks ago 
Banff may be said to have 
achieved something if only be- 
use it enabled a statesman 
ir Herbert Samuel to 
fortify himself with first-hand 
experience of Pacific problems, 
‘A man in his position is thi 
enabled to be of instructional 
value in passing on that informa- 
tion to less fortunate observers 
in his own country. The Gov- 
ernments concerned in the Pro- 
‘lems of the Pacific must, of 
course, take the ordinary diplo- 
matic" means to give ex- 
Pression to their respective 
policies. It is all to the good 
that when those policies come up 
for public discussion there should 
be in each country a little group 
of men and women who are able 
with real knowledge to influence 
the trend of argument, Obvious. 
ly this helps to remove one of 











































the most serious dangers in 
democratic deliberative institu- 
tions—insular or small-town 
ignorance. 


At the same time it is not 
possible to be supremely im- 
pressed by the discussions which 
took place at Banff. To their 
value in providing the atmos- 
phere and the personal touch 
tribute has been paid. It is 
salutary, however, to draw atten. 
tion to certain passages which 
suggest a too eager pursuit of 
‘the obvious—possibly with the 
Praiseworthy notion of staving 
off delicate controversies. The 
intrinsic worth of oratory can- 
not be ignored. and some of the 
contributions made to the Banff 
im cannot be allowed to 
pass without a gentle if sympa- 
thetic note of interrogation. For 
example it may be asked whether 
the economic aspect of the 
Pacific's difficulties could not 
have been more specifically 
‘treated than in the report of the 
Chairman of Round Table No 2 
We discovered as we advanced 
that the causes of economic. con~ 
flict in the Pacific were substan— 
tially the same as the cause of 
‘economic conflict elsewhere. 
‘The Chairman of Round Table 
No 1 fell into a quainter con- 
fusion, In the valiant effort to 
champion his colleagues he said 
‘Must a candid chairman conclude 
‘that the round table had accom- 
plished nothing? T. think not, 
We felt that we had penetrated 
‘beyond the world of newspapers 
to the real world.

ere to 600 persons, New York 
one acre to 69% persons and Paris 
one acre to 576 persons, so those 
cities make Shanghai even more 
envious. In Dublin, where the 
Provision "of parks nnd “open 
spaces has, in the past, been gen: 
erous, there has lately been an 
effort! made to remove the objec 
tion that they contain few facil 
ties as playgrounds. “Last month 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin opened 
Anew park which contained 
special provision for children’s 
Feereation—part of a definite 
Policy lately instituted to “repair 
the children’s deficit of fresh air 
and exercise”, to quote the words 
‘of the “Irish Times,” 

The pressure on park space} 
here in Shanghai is great too. If 
only there were more of the big 
enclosures wherein men and wo= 
men, tired after their labours, 
gould rest in the open-air to tak 
full advantage of Shanghai 
climate at its best, as it is now, 
who knows what benefits might 
accrue? For the moment, how- 
ever, this journal desires to con- 
centrate on one aspect of that 
general problem: the provision of 
Playgrounds for children, and it 
will therefore merely observe that 
the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
when spacious treasury days 
come again, will do well to work 
toward the’ British Town  Plan- 
ners’ ideal of 4 per cent. park to 
city area in International 
Settlement. This _ playground 
‘question is worth consideration,

One of the main proposals’ of the 
‘Manchoukuo Government is to, im-

‘The remarkable growth of the 
French Concession is revealed in 
the latest census figures which show 
that up to September 20 last the 
population of the Concession was 
196,536, representing an increase of 
18,000 ‘on last year, of which in- 
crease 1,500 are foreigners. 

Last year’s census produced a 
total of 16,210 foreigners and 
462,342 Chinese. On September 20 
last the figures were 17,781 foreign- 
ers and 478,755 Chinese, These 
figures contrast remarkably with 
other significant years of the Con- 
cession’s history when in 1900 there 
Store only 622 foreigners and 92,646 
Chinese, while the 1920 figures were 
3562. ‘foreigners and 168,667 
Chinese. ‘The quarter, million was 
passed in 1925, and between that 
Year and this the population hi 
Inereased by nearly 200,000. | 

Interesting facts are revealed by | 
an examination of the foreign 
population figures which show that 
the French are fourth on the list. | 
Leading in numbers are the 
Russians who total 7,233, the British 
Jcoming next with 2/604, Americans

that period, Tis. 26,820,000, If] 
the new tariffs were applied on 
December 1, 1993, a percentage 
inerease of 20.07 per cent. would 
suffice, but if deferred, say, to 
‘March 1, 1934, the increase would 
have to be 24.70 per cent. 

‘This application was submitted on| 
account of certain adverse condi-|

‘The Nizam of course has dis- 
covered a great truth. Whether 
it is rightly used must be left 
to the world to decide.

the sorry mess that company 
of bunglers has created. In the 
old days no self-respecting king 
Went to war without going round 
to the sanctum of the local poet 
and asking his advice and sup- 
port. The poet would toss up 
4 triolet and a sonnet or two, 
fry them over the fire and pour 
out « libation of Falernian wine. 
He would then know to a hairs- 
breadth how the proposed war 
would run. As a token of good 
faith he would then compose a 

















Warsong or two—none of your 
‘Home Fires Burning” deca- 
@ence but full-blooded fire and 


slaughter with extraordinarily 
persipicacious comments on the 
Jack of virtue in the enemy's 
female ancestors far back to the 
Garden of Eden. He would 
have to show the courage of his 
convictions for, ire with a 
highly ornamental and yet ser- 
viceable sword, - he would 
proceed to battle with the king 
and would be given the honour- 
able task of singing one of his 
own poems within earshot of 
the lowering foe and of 
juggling with his sword in 
between the stanzas. If he had 
wrought well, this ordeal by lyre 
created such a panic that the 
enemy were immediately ripe 
for a crushing and bloodthirsty 
feat. 





Sometimes calculations went 
awry (see Henderson on Dis-
